Hoover opened his mouth the 
soldiers would yell “tripe.” 

Needless to say the ex-president 
was then—-even as now, a greatly 
misunderstood man.

Board Blocked By 
U.S. Court Edict 


Federal Judges Rule Con- 


gress Cannot Control 


Manufacture 
The U. S. circuit court of ap 
peals for the sixth circuit voided 
an order issued by the national 
labor relations board to the Frue- 
hauf Trailer company of Detroit 


requiring that concern to reinstate 


certain employes which the hoard 
held had been discharged because 
of union activities and to refrain 


from discharging or threatening to 


discharge other employes for ac 
tivity in the United Automobile 
Workers’ Federal Labor Union No. 


19375. 
Labor Board’s Order 
The labor board issued the order 


after a thorough hearing in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the 
national labor relations act, which 


outlaws as materially aftecting in- 
terstate commerce discrimination 


in terms of employment against 
union members. The board tound 
the trailer company guilty of this 
“unfair labor practice’ and ordered 
the company to stop it. The com- 
pany retused to obey the board's 
order and petitioned the circuit 


court of appeals to void it because 
of the alleged unconstitutionality 
of the labor relations act 
Affected Interstate Commerce 
The plant of the trailer company 


is located in Detroit. Much of its 
material used in manufacturing is 
shipped to Detroit from points lo- 
cated in other states and the trail- 
ers are shipped from Detroit across 
state lines. The labor relations act 
declares and the labor board and 
the government in arguing the 
constitutionality of the law before 
the appeals court held that labor 
disputes in the Detroit plant ma- 
terially affected the free flow of 
the stream of commerce to the var- 
ious states, and therefore were 
within the legislative power of 
congress to regulate the interstate 
commerce. 
Congress Lacks Power 

The three appellate judges who 
sat in the case, Judges Charies 
Moorman, Nenophen Hicks and C 
C. Simon, held that congress had 


no authority to control or regulate 
the relations between an employer 
engaged in the manufacture and 
his employes unless those rela- 
tions directly affected interstate 
commerce. 

In applying this principle the 
court declared that the trailer 
company Was engaged in manutac- 


turing trailers, but that the sub- 
sequent entry of these products | 
into interstate commerce did. not 
come within the jurisdiction of 
congress or of the labor relations 
board which congress created

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STEEL DECLARES WAR 


[he most vicious and widely organized campaign 
against union labor in the history of the nation is about 
to be unleashed by the country’s steel magnates as the 
answer to organized labor's attempt to unite the workers 


in the steel industry. 


It matters not so much whether these workers— 
approximately 500,000 of them—are organized as a craft 
union or an industrial union. What DOES matter, is 
whether or not they are ORGANIZED, and herein lies 
the interest of every union man and woman. 

In this connection, the question naturally arises: Why 
hasn't steel been organized all these years? 

[he best answer to that pertinent question lies in the 
contemptuous defiance hurled at labor organizers in a 
statement issued to the public in costly pages of the daily 
newspapers throughout the nation last week. 

‘These full-page advertisements, had they been in 
tended as a warning to the labor unions themselves, might 
better have appeared in the labor papers. But they were 
not really meant for the perusal of labor particularly. 
‘They were meant especially for the public. In effect, they 
were a warning to the public to prepare for industrial 
conflict such as this country has never seen before, be- 
cagse big steel is prepared to spend millions to crush 
unionism. 

Steel is steel in its opposition to labor unions, as well 
as to anything else that would lessen the autocratic con 
trol of the steelmasters over the industry. That 
essence of the statement printed in the full page 
ments, over the name of the American Iron 
Institute. 


is the

“A campaign to unionize the employes of the steel 
industry has been announced,” runs the statement. “‘Per- 
sons and organizations not connected with the industry 
have taken charge of the campaign. 


“There are many disturbing indications that the pro- 
moters of the campaign will employ coercion and intimida- 
tion of the employes in the industry, and foment strikes. 
.... The steel industry will oppose any attempt to 
compel its employes to join a union or to pay tribute for 
the right to work. 


“No employe in the steel industry has to join any 
organization to get or hold a job . . the steel industry 
believes in collective bargaining, and it is in effect through- 
out the entire industry.” 


This will be news to the National Labor Relations 
Board. The board also may have reason to refer to the 
above statement later, when it conducts its investigation 
into what it appears will be one of the most smashing 
anti-labor drives in history. 

The steel statement goes on to elaborate on the “‘free- 
dom” of its company unions, how badly the industry 
fared in the depression, and the threat of interruption of 
present prosperity by this unionizing campaign. Then the 
statement says: 

“The steel industry will use its resources to the best 
of its ability to protect its employes and their families 
from intimidation, coercion and violence, and to aid them 
in maintaining collecti ive _ bargaining free from inter- 
ferences from any source.’ 


The chairman of the organizing committee, Philip 
Murray, made this enlightening remark concerning this 
statement: 

“It becomes apparent who dictated the so-called labor 

plank of the republican platform. Just compare the 
tice of the statement of the Institute with that in the 
G. O. P. platform.’ 

The plank to which Mr. Murray refers pledges the 
republican party to protect the right of labor to bargain 
collectively... .. WITHOUT INTERFERENCE FROM 
ANY SOURCE. 

The Steel Institute promises that the industry will aid 
its employes “* in maintaining collective bargaining free 
from interference from any source.” 

The claims of the stee] industry are not only shame- 
fully hypocritical, but funny enough to bring laughter 
from those familiar with steel’s anti-labor activities. 

Steel, according to hundreds of pages of sworn testi- 
mony, has led all other industries in spying and terrorism 
against unions. 

Labor leaders point particularly to the Jones and 
Laughlin Company in its recent terroristic activities, for 


which the federal government refused to grant that com- 


pany a contract. 

As for the steel industry losing money during the 
depression, labor answers that steel workers lost far more. 
All through the depression the steel industry paid fabulous 
salaries to its officials. 

The head of the Iron and Steel Institute is Eugene G. 
Grace, who, early in the recovery from the depression of 
1921, strongly urged a congressional committee to permit 
importation of cheap labor from abroad to work in the 
steel mills.

Explanation of New 
French Labor Laws 


Pay and Collective Agree- 
ment Given Broad Scope 
By Parliament 


The Popular Front Government 
of France, led by Premier Leon 
Blum, in accordance with pledges 
made during the recent campaign 
for the election of the chamber of 
deputies which assumed office the 
forepart of July, promptly placed 
upon the statute books laws con- 
cerning the 40-hour week, vaca- 
tions with pay and collective agree- 
ments to regulate industrial rela- 
tions between employers and the 
workers. 

The International Federation of 
Trade Unions, from its headquar- 
ters in Paris, gives the following 
summary of the new laws: 

Scope of 40-Hour Week 

“The 40-hour week is to be in- 
troduced ‘in all industrial and com- 
mercial undertakings or susbidiary 
undertakings, whatever their na- 
ture, public or private, temporal or 
religious, even if they are con- 
{cerned with technical training or 
charitable works.” 

“The introduction will be made 
on the basis of decrees which will 
be issued officially or at the request 
of one or more workers’ or ernploy- 


ers’ organizations. In both cases, 
the organizations concerned must 
be consulted and must make their 


views known within one month.

000,000 to the various states for 
work velief activities. The alloca- 
tion was made from the new $1,- 
$25,000,000 1 ef appropriation bill 
recently enacted by congress. 

Mrs. Hopkins said the money 
would keep 8,000,000 working men 


and women employed through the 


summer at the wage prevailing in 


their local communities. The pre- 
vailing wa rate was made man- 
datory in the work 1elief appropri- 
ition bill 

In an order issued by Mr. Hop- 
kins the WPA wage in southern 
rural areas was increased from $19 
per month to $21 It was stated 
that the inerease will be effective 
in communities of less than 5,000 
population in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, lississippi, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Tennessee 

At the same time, an order was 
sent by Hopkins to state adminis- 
trators in the midwestern drought 
section that all laborers on drought 
relief are to be paid the prevailing 
wage.

bor in New Zealand, ihe Transport 
Worker continues: 

“The great danger with which 
{the labor movement is confronted 
today is the talk of a 40-hour week. 
Why 40? Why not 30, or 35, or 20 
for that matter, if the goods and 
services required by the nation can 
be supplied by working that time? 

“We have been surprised at 
statements made by people who 
should know better about the dif- 
ficulties in introducing the 40-hour 
week. The only difficulty with 
which the employer is confronted 
|is the fact that -he will have to 
employ more workers, and_ this 
should be no hardship provided the 
employer can obtain a price for 
the goods that he produces or the 
services that he renders which will 
enable him to pay these workers a 
decent living wage, and we chal- 
lenge anybody in New Zealand to 
show us one industry where the 40- 


hour week or the 30-hour’? week 
cannot be applied without disor- 
ganization of the business and _ in- 


deed without any trouble whatever. 
It is all a matter of enabling the 
industry to pay its way. 
Put Machines to Work 

“If machinery can produce the 
goods, required by all nations, let 
the machine produce them. There 
are few workers indeed who work 
for the sake of working. They 
work only because they are com- 
pelled to do so to obtain the neces- 
saries of life, and if the workers, 
aided by the machine and new pro- 
cesses can produce the goods in a 
shorter working time, then by all 
means let them do it, but we must 


see to it also that the industry is 
kept going producing the com- 


modities required and rendering 
services for the people. 

“The trade union movement has 
a duty in this matter. It must at- 
tack all those who oppose the 
shorter working time, for really 
these people are the enemies of the 
nation. The worker is entitled to 
more leisure. He is entitled to a 
higher standard of life, and if the 
standard of the wage and salaried 
workers is raised it means that the 
standard of life of all the people 
jwill be raised correspondingly. 
Those who oppose the policy of 
shorter hours, increased wages, or, 
as some people put it, increased 
purchasing power, are the enemies 
of social progress and opposed to 
{the best interests of the people of 
the nation.”

& Collective Agreements 

“The statute relative to collective
